Former Senator Gore 'returned to Oklahoma buoyed up 
by the hope that the people would rise and enthusiastically 
offer him the nomination for United Slates senator again.

The action of some of his supporters in betraying 
the Democratic party after Gore’s defeat in the primary of 
1*20 left many sore spots on the loyal old line Democrats and 
i* could not be expected that they would forget and forgive 
so soon after the disaster which the bolters brought on the 
party in 1920. 
Gore may not have bolted but many of his 
leading supporters did and Gore must now suffer the con­ 
sequences of their folly.
